nonths preceding the assassina- 
,ion of President Kennedy on

22. 


In an interview, the widow of 


Lee Harvey Oswald said she 
realized his abnormality after 
an attempt on the life of former 
Maj. Gen. Edwin A. Walker in 
Dallas on April 10. 


Questioned by reporters as to 


why she did not immediately 
tell police about the sniper at- 
tack on Walker—which she said 
Oswald described to her — the 
slim Russian-born widow said' 


Because I am his wife." 
Speaking in halting English, 


Mrs. Oswald said she did not 
know why her husband fired 
the rifle shots in Dallas that 
killed Kennedy and wounded 
Texas Gov. John Connally. 


She made it plain she be- 


lieved Oswald did do the shoot 
ing. 


Before the assassination, she 


said, Oswald had never spoken 
against Kennedy to her. As to 
whether he might have been 
aiming at Connally, she said, "I 
don't, know."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House moved 
into the final 


stages of the civil rights fight 
today with a threat that un- 
pleasant things will happen if 
ihe leadership tries to speed the 
Dill to a final vote. 


Rep. Howard W. Smith, D- 


Va., leader of the Southern forc- 
es opposing the bill, served 
warning that delaying tactics 
may be resorted to if efforts 
are made to cut off debate. 


Smith sounded the warning 


after minority leader Charles 
A. Halleck, R-Ind., sought ap- 
proval for the House to meet 
before noon today and Saturday 
so a final vote can be taken by 
Saturday night. 


Republicans want to have the 


10-part bill behind them when 
they take to the speakers plat- 
forms around the nation next 
at Lincoln Day rallies. 


Halleck's request called for 


unanimous consent under the 
House rules, and Rep. John 
Bell Williams, D-Miss,, taking 
his cue from Smith's warning, 
made the single objection need- 
ed to block it. 


Smith said the 
Democratic 


leadership had promised 
that 


no effort to cut off debate would 
be made if the bill could be fin- 
ished by next Tuesday. Halleck 
said he had an agreement with 
the Democrats to finish the bill 
by Saturday night.

Governor to 
Reanalyze 
His Thinking 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov, 


Orval E. Faubus said today he 
will have to reanalyze his think- 
ing about voter registration in 
light of an opinion by Atty. Gen. 
Bruce Bennett that the state 
Constitution prohibits the legis- 
lature from setting up a regis- 
tration system as a substitute 
for the poll tax in state races. 


"I had assumed that Amend- 


ment 39 would make a registra- 
tion system legal," Faubus said 
in an interview today. "Now I 
believe it will take a rather 
loose interpretation of Amend- 
ment 39 to open the way to a 
registration system." 


Faubus appeared to be sur- 


prised by the development. He 
indicated that he would study 
the matter and discuss it witl| 
advisors before deciding what to 
do. 


He indicated, however, that 


there will be no delay in a forth- 
coming special session of the 
legislature because of Bennett's 
opinion.

NEW YORK (AP)—In March 


1960, President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower ordered the government 
to help Cuban refugees organize, 
train and equip a force so they 
might, "when the time came if 
ever" as he explained later, 
overthrow Fidel Castro.

small invasion force at Cuba's 
Bay of Pigs was destroyed— 
dlled or captured. It was "a 
failure of United States policy 
that led to a failure of United 
States power," says Chet Hunt- 
ley.
